HOUSEWIFE AND
HER MARKETING

Thera i85 etill time for the housewifs
who has been away all summar to fill
the shalves of her preserve closet. Late
peaches and pears, yellow tomatoes, an
occaslonal watermelon or citron, and
grapes galora are stlll in market, while
gifnces are just beginning to come in
in abundance,

Hoth green and ripe tomatoes are ayall-
able In quantities for chopped plekle of
varlous Kinds, and will be “until frost
catches them.'” as a market woman ex-
pressed It the other day. Peppers are
alsn cheap and plentiful, though onlom®
are rather scarce and certainly higher
than usual Cabbage is, of course, al-
ways with us, string beans are still In
niarket, and that hest part of mixed
plekle to many palates—caulifiower—is
Just making its spowy-headed appearance
on market benchen,

Many housewives are arguing that the
high cost of sugar makes home prexerv-
Ing & doubtful economy, but as “bought-
en' preserves will undoubtedly cost more
than usual the coming winter, the situ-
ntion is practically unchanged. Where
time I8 no objeet It certalnly seemy worth
while to make pregerves In the homae, o8-
pueelally If there are growing children Lo
davour them.

In preserving, as in all forms of cook-
ery, the essantinl thing I8 tn he rewdy
before actually beginning work. The
housewife will save both time and nerv-
oun woar and tear by having on hand all
the mugar, lemons, sploes and vinegar
ghe will require, to say nothing of enough
jars and now rubbers, jelly glnsses or
other contalners, before the preparation
af fruit ia wndertaken.

Brandled peaches—Insiead of peeling,
place Whiteheath peaches for three min-
utes in ecalding water in which a small
fump of washing soda has been dlssalved,
The skine can then be rubbed off easily
with a coarse towel, leaving emooth, firm
fruit, Drop peaches, a few at a time,
into a syrup made of five party of gran-
ulated sugar to ona of water, and holl
untfl they ean ba plerced with a ¢lean
siraw, Tale from the syrup, cool, and
urriange In giass Jars, When the penches
have nll been cooked, lot the syrup bholl
until it Is quite thick, then cover peaches
with equal parts of syrup and white
brandy, and seal. This Is by no means
hurry-up work, as only a amall quantity
of frult can be handled at o time,

A quince reclpe from an old cookery
hook published in 1736 Is not only Inter-

esting because of its qualntness, but
makes & good preserve. As  “pippin
liquor* is undoubtedly ecider, it shows

thut the popular apple-quince combina-
tlon existed from earliest times,

"To make whole quinces white—Take
the largest quinces of the greenest color
and Acald them till they are pretty soft;
then pare them and core them with o
scoop: then weigh your nuinces agninst
so much double refined sugar, and make
n syrup of one-half, and put in your
quinces and boll them as fast as vou
can: thep ¥ou must have in réndiness
pippin Uquor; let IL ha very strong of
the plppineg, and when it Is strained out
put in the other half of your sugar, and
make It & felly, and when vour quinees
clear put them into the jelly and et
them simmer a little: they will ba vary
white; so, glass them up, and when they
are cold, paper them and keep them In
& stove" From the author's use of
“stove” throughout the hook, It must
have been the old nume for our pressnt
storernom. He Invariably uses “fire" as
the place where the cooking Is done.

Ginger pears—Peel and slice frull. Let
slmmer untll tendér in a syrup mada or
four parts sugar to ane of vinegur. 8Splce
with a small quantity of wWhole clnnamon

and cloves and an abundance of gresn
gingar cut In hatf-inch pleces. Whan tha
frult 1s cooked, place It In jare and cover

later with the thickened syrup, Thia
should ba highly seasoned, ns It I8 Ine
tended to be saton with ments rather

than ar n "aproad.”

Chlll sauce—The quantity glven in the
following recipe will make twa quarts of
snuoe and cost about 40 centa. Chop thres
bell peppers, 4 peck of tomnatots, ten
emall peppers and five anlons fine, or put
them through the ment grinder., Cover
with & scant cup of brown sugar, two
cookihg spooneful of salt and thres cups
of vinegar., Add a scant toaspoonful ench
of ground ginger and ecloves and a heap.
ing teaspoonfal of cinnamon. Except for
a very large family It s bhetter to Aeal
this in hottler or half pint jars than in
Inrger contalners, as It Ia lable to gpoll
quickly after Belng onee opened,

My trads
haw grown rapldly. T make many friends,
and am considered ans of the Arm's Al
galesinen.  Recently aeveral of the lavga
department stores have heen given to me.

ment. I wouldn't go back for the world
